But as some one had voted without presenting a 
Certificate of ETA tiie balloting was annulled and 
new ballots were given. 

The ballots were given out four times, all of 
which resulted in a tie vote between McCully and Webster, 
at the fifth voting McCully was elected. 

12 Ballots for McCully, 
11 Ballots for Webster. 

McCully thereupon took the Speaker's Chair. 

The House then proceeded to ballot for a Clerk. 

Kulika (Gulick) was elected, 23 voted for him. 

The House again proceeded to ballot for an 
Engrossing Clerk. 

Kamalena (Chamberlain) was elected, 24 voted for 
him. 

Ballots were again cast and W. C. Parke was elected 
Sergeant-at-Arms for the House. 

21 Ballots for Mr. Parke. 
ó Ballots for Mr. Swinton. 

On motion of Widemann it was voted that a Select 
Committee be appointed for the purpose of securing the 
services of a translator for the House. 

The Speaker made the following appointments.

L. McCully was then sworn in by the Chief Justice 
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to support the Constitution and laws of this Kingdom, 
and to faithfully discharge his duties as a Representative 
of the people. 

At the end of which the Members from the various 
Islands were sworn in by the Speaker. 

Upon the arrival of G. W. Pilipo with his Certifi- 
cate of Election, he was sworn in. 

The House proceeded to ballot for a Chaplain, and 
L. Smith was elected, he received 20 ballots, 2 for 
Walsh, 1 for Kulika (Gulick), 1 for Kalaka (Clark) andl 
for Aholo. 

On motion of Mr. Webster it was voted that the rules 
of last year be adopted as the rules for the present 
House. 

The Members then proceeded to ballot for seats and 
were assigned to seats drawn by them. 

The Speaker appointed the following as a Standing

At the hour of 12 the Members of the House of 
Representatives met in Joint Session with the Nobles in 
the hall of the House of Nobles to listen to the King's 


Speech. 


At the conclusion of which the Members returned to 
their Hall and on motion of Mr. Chamberlayne it was voted 
that the Clerk be instructed to inquire at the Interior 
Department as to whether the Government could supply the 
Members of the House with copies of the Civil Code. 


On motion of Wm. Webster, the House adjourned to 10 


o'clock to-morrow.

S5. M Kamakau read a Petition from Waihee containing 
the following prayers. 

l. To abolish the tax on horses, mules and schools. 

2. To reduce the property tax to 1 per cent. 

3. To abolish the law on Stallions. 

4. To abolish the Government Pounds, the charges on 
animals are to be fixed by the Judges. 

5. To reduce the salaries of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, the Ministers andother Foreigners working 
under the Government. 

6. To permit the distillation of spirits in this 
Kingdom, upon the payment of a license fee of $2.000. 

7. To reduce the costs of Courts to $1. 

8. To reduce the license fee for the sale of Awa. 

The above subjects were interpreted by Dowsett and 
were referred to the Committees. 

Naiapakai read a Petition from Kaanapali containing 
25 signatures praying that the restriction on the Kolea 
(Plover) on uncultivated lands, be removed. 

Referred to the Committee on Agriculture. 

Ukeke read a Petition from Koolauloa, containing 
67 signatures with the following prayers. 

To abolish the animal tax. 

Not to permit the distillation of spirits in this 
Kingdom. 

This Petition was returned to the Member who intro- 
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duced it for a translation. 

Widemann read a Petition from the Vaccinator on 
Kauai, demanding his wages for the past year amounting 
to $366.67. 

On motion of Mr. Webster it was voted that a 
Standing Committee on Claims be appointed and that the 
above Petition be referred to them. 

Kalama read a Petition from Waialua, praying that 
the first election held at Waialua be annulled and that 
said District be permitted to elect a new Representative. 

Kaaukai read a Petition from Hamakua, Hawaii, relat- 
ing to school matters. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Instruction. 

Kipi read a Petition from Hawaii, opposing xm the 
distillation of spirits in this Kingdom. 

Referred to the Committee on Agriculture and 
Manufacture. 

Widemann introduced a Resolution, directing the 
Sergeant at Arms to secure for the use of the House 
copies of the new Civil Code, 12 Copies in the Hawaiian 
language and 7 Copies in the English language. 

Kamakau moved to amend, by directing the Sergeant 
at Arms to furnish each Member of the House with a copy 
of the new Civil Code, same to become the property of 
said Member. 

The motion by Kamakau was put and carried. 

14 voted Aye. 11 voted No. 

The Speaker read a Communication from the Minister 
of Finance, transmitting his Annual Report. 

Referred to the Committee on Finance. 

Kamakau gave notice of his intention to introduce 
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at some future date a Bill to abolish the tax on horses 
and mules. 

Kipi gave notice of his intention to intorduce a 
Bill authorizing the District Judge of North Hilo, to 
try offenses arising amongst Natives and Foreigners. 

Naiapaakai introduced a Resolution directing the 
Sergeant at Arms to furnish the Members with postage 
stamps. 

On motion of Kalama, the Resolution by Naiapakai was 
tabled. 

Kamakau introduced a Resolution permitting Wm.H. 
Gulick to occupy a seat at the Clerk's table. 

The Speaker ruled that this was contrary to the 
rules, and the Resolution was then withdrawn. 

On motion of Baldwin it was voted that the Sergeant 
at Arms be instructed to secure for the use of the 
House each week during the entire Session of the 
Legislature the following.

50 3 " " Comil. Advertiser. 
100 # "  " Hae Hawaii. 

On motion of Kahulanui it was voted that the Janitor 
of the House be paid at the rate of one Dollar a day. 

Webster gave notice of his intention to introđuce a 
Bill to amend the law providing for the assessment and 
collection of taxes. 

On motion of Naiapakai as amended by Kipi and 
Webster the Printing Committee was instructed to inquire 
of the Kditor of the Hae Hawaii, the cost of printing the 
proceedings of the House. 

On motion of Chamberlayne it was voted that the 
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Speaker appoint a Committee for the purpose of notifying 
the House of Nobles, that this House is prepared to 
transact business.

Kipi read a Petition from Hilo, praying that licenses 

for the peddling of merchandise be granted. 
Referred to the Committee on Commerce. 

Pilipo read a Petition from North Kona, containing 
the following prayers. 

1. That the lands of the people be resurveyed. 

2. Not to arrest the people for fast riding, if the 
offense took place some distance away from residential 
quarters. 

3. To abolish the law relating to Stallions. 

4. To enact a law compelling the Tax Collectors to 
make two circuits a month, during the months in which 
taxes are to be collected.

Kaukai read a Petition from Honolulu containing 114 
signatures praying that the Hula License fee be placed at 
$20 a year. 

On motion of Kalama it was voted that this Petition 
be tabled. 

Pilipo read a Petition from Kaaea, claiming the 
balance of his salary while employed as Clerk to the 
Governor of Hawaii, for the years 1851 and 1852, amount- 
ing to $14.50. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims. 

Pilipo read a Petition from Hanio for the sum of 
$65. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims. 

Dowsett for the Printing Committee, who was in- 
structed to secure the services of a Clerk, for the pur- 
pose of preparing the minutes of the House for publica- 
tion, submitted a report.

Baluina (Baldwin) moved to reject this Bill. 

The motion was put and lost. 

Kamakau moved to suspend the rules, and that it be 
read for the second time immediately. 

The question was put and this was rejectea. 

The Bill to amend Section 278 and 279 of the Civil 
Code relating to Physicians was read for the first time. 

The rules were suspended and this Eill was then read 
for the second time by title and was referred to the 
Committee of the Whole for to-day. 

The order of the day was taken up. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole to con- 
sider the Joint Resolution providing an appropriation of 
$1.500 for the breakwater at Lahaina.

Ruling of the Speaker. 
Aug. 4.- 

Mahoe moved for reconsideration of the Bill 
relating to License for the sale of Opium, which was 
passed at yesterday's Session with an amendment. 

"The Speaker ruled that this House could not bring 
up for reconsideration a Bill that had been transmitted 


to the upper House, because it had probably become law." 
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July 13, 1860.

"Rule. 

In a Committee of the Whole, no Member shall be 
allowed to speak more than twice in one day on a certain 
appropriation in the Appropriation Bill nor to speak 
more than five minutes at any one time without the con-
